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BRITISH REMOVAL 
OF MEN IN GREECE 


NEAR END; R.ALE. 


ESCORTS CONVOYS 


Number of Troops Safely 
Evacuated Increased to 
48,000 — Embarkation 
Carried Out From Open 
Beaches. 


CAIRO, May 1 (AP).—Removal 


of British forces from Greece is 
nearing its end, the Middle East 
Royal Air Force command indi- 
cated today in a communique 
which reported numerous flights 
by fighter planes to protect “the 
final convoys.” 

At least 80 per cent of the Brit- 
ish force—or about 48,000 men — 
has been safely taken out, the 
army announced. | 

The language of the Middle East 
command communique announcing 
the withdrawal of 48,000 men from 
the bullet-spattered beaches of 
Southern Greece indicated that 
the perilous operation was pro- 
ceeding in order to get at least 
gome of the 9000 remaining men 
away. Prime Minister Churchill 
said yesterday the British had suf- 
fered 3000 casualties in Greece. 

Text of Communique. 

The communique describing the 
withdrawal from Greece follows: 

“When it became obvious that 
the resistance of the Greek army 
to German invasion was at an end, 
the Government of Greece _ re- 
quested that the Empire contin- 
gent which had been sent to its 
help should be withdrawn from 
Greece. 

“At this time, Empire troops 
were in close contact with the en- 
emy on the Thermopylee position 
after their withdrawal from more 
forward positions. The enemy by 
employment of greatly superior 
mumbers had obtained complete 
command of land and air and by 
repeated attacks had made unus- 
able the one available good port, 
Piraeus, at Athens. Consequently, 


re-embarkation had to take place’ 


from open beaches against contin- 
ual enemy pressure on land and 
heavy repeated attacks from the 
air. 

“In such circumstances, 
withdrawal of large numbers 
troops could only be effected at a 
cost of heavy losses in vehicles 
and equipment, while the rear 
guards which cover its withdrawal 
may have to sacrifce themselves 
to secure re-embarkation of the 
others. 

“Most Difficult Conditions.” 

“During the last -week the re- 
embarkation of personnel of the 
Empire forces in Greece has been 
taking place in most difficult con- 
ditions. Full results cannot yet be 
given. 

“At least 80 per cent of the orig- 
fnal force already has been safely 
conveyed to areas where it can un- 
dertake furthér active employment. 

“This operation hag only been 
possible as the result of great 
skill and devotion by all three arms 
of the services. 

“The Royal Navy and merchant 
service have shown great courage 
and devotion in the face of heavy 
and sustained air attacks against 
ports and beaches where embarka- 
tion has taken place. 

“The Royal Air Force and the 
fleet air arm, although very heav- 
ily outnumbered, have played their 
part both in providing some meas- 
ure of protection of ships during 
their passage and in conveying key 
personnel from Greece with trans- 
port and aircraft. . 

“It is noteworthy that in spite 
of the heavy. fighting they have 
been thorugh and the trying expe- 
rience of re-embarkation under 
such conditions troops which re- 
turned from Greece are entirely 
unperturbed by their struggle 
against such odds and are con- 
vinced of their superiority over the 
Germans both. as individuals and 
as units and formations. 

“The successful withdrawal of so 
large a proportion of these inval- 
uable troops is a noteworthy 
achievement. 

“Troops have retained their 
fighting equipment as well as 
their fighting spirit, and the heavy 
equipment and transport which 
has been lost will soon be 
placed.”

“bridge to Britain,” and by com- 
missioning army and navy auxil- 
iaries, laid-up World War ships, 
lake and coastal route vessels. 

2. By placing the one ship a 
week now being built in immedi- 
ate service. Under its building pro- 
gram the Maritime Commission ex- 
pects to finish 71 ships aggregat- 
ing 700,000 tons this year; 2,500,000 
tons next year; and between 3,500,- 
000 and 4,000,000 tons in 1943. 

3. By acquiring some of the 100 
foreign-flag ships now in United 
States ports by speeding legisla- 
tion empowering the President to 
take them over for the “common 
good,” by purchase, requisition or 
charter. 

Policy as to Danish Ships. 
Since there are two Danish 
agents in this country, each claim- 
ing power-of-attorney -to control 
the 39 Danish ships now held in 
protective custody, informed 
sources said the President would 
probably requisition the vessels, 
sidestepping any possible legal com- 
plications which might follow their 
purchase or charter. 

The President may requisition 
the ships, it was said, by exercis- 
ing the right of eminent domain, 
leaving the question of just com- 
pensation to be settled at some fu- 
ture time when the legality of the 
agents’ conflicting claims may be 
decided, 

The President has indicated that 
the 28 Italian and two German 
,vessels held might be declared for- 
/feited to the United States because 
sabotage by their crews had placed 
them in a different category from 
the Danish ships. 

Land, testifying today before the 
Senate Commerce Committee 
justification of the seizure of the 
Axis and Danish vessels, said he 
understood Germany had confis- 
cated a large amount of American 
property. without compensation. 

Land told reporters as he left a 
closed session of the committee 
that he had urged speedy congres- 
sional action on legislation author- 
izing the President to take over 
idle foreign shipping with compen- 
sation to owners, to repair sabo- 
taged vessels and put them to use. 

He was not offering “evidence 
when he informed the committee 
of reports that American property 
had been seized in- Germany with- 
‘out payment, Land said, He added 
there was reason to believe, how- 
ever, that such property as trucks 
and other implements belonging to

Plane On Way to Britain From U. S. 
Sights Lifeboats, 


Calls Rescue Ship 


Pilot, Descending to Avoid Headwind, Sees 
Oil Patch Where Vessel Was Torpedoed— 
Destroyer Saves Seamen. 


LONDON, May 1 (AP).—A flying 
boat en route to England from the 
United States was instrumental in 
effecting the rescue of survivors of 
a torpedoed merchantman in the 
Atlantic, the ‘Government an- 
nounced today. 

“While still several hundred 
miles out in the Atlantic,” said the 
communique, “a Catalina flying 
boat on her way to England from 
the United States reported sight- 
ing lifeboats containing survivors 
from a torpedoed merchant ship. 
“A destroyer was immediately 
dispatched to the position indicat- 
ed and the occupants of the boats 
have been rescued.” 


A fuller account of the incident 
said Flight Lieutenant R. W. Gau- 
trey, then 1000 miles from Britain, 
had descended to 6000 feet to 
avoid a strong head wind and, in 
the semi-darkness of early morn- 
ing, he sighted a patch of oil. 

“A ship has gone down,” said a 
member of the crew, peering out, 
The big flying boat already had 


overshot the patch when one of 
the watchers saw flashlight sig- 
nals from the surface of the ocean. 

Gautrey nosed his plane down 
and saw nine lifeboats, one towing 
a life raft, with all the occupants 
standing up and waving. Conspic- 
uous were Lascar seamen in dun- 
garees, 

“The occupants of the boats ap- 
peared to be in good condition,” 
Gautrey reported. “I do not think 
the vessel could have been sunk 
more than six hours earlier—prob- 
ably in the middle of the night. 
All the boats appeared to be full 
and were close together.” 


They still were that way when a 
destroyer arrived and took them 
all aboard a few hours later. 

Several ships have been reported 
saved from U-boat attacks by 
American-made warplanes on their 
way to England. Though unarmed, 
the planes roar down and force 
the submarines to crash-dive. Some 
experts advocate providing the 
planes with bombs.

GERMANS RENEW 
WAR ZONE WARNING 


BERLIN, May 1 (AP).—The 
German press continued today to 
warn that American ships entering 
war zones would be inviting des- 
truction by German torpedoes. 

Indications that powerful influ- 
ences in the United States are in 
favor of introducing American con- 
voys to Britain or into war zone 
waters afforded Berlin one of its 
liveliest subjects of discussion. The 
gist-of the comment was that 
“Germany won't be scared out of 
its policy of trying to sink any- 
thing moving toward England.” 

“Foolish or unscruplous?” asked 
the Voelkischer Beobachter, Adolf 
Hitler’s newspaper, in speculating 
on motives of Americans urging 
adoption of the convoy system, 

Observers said the German war 
zone was legally declared, whether 
or not America cares to recognize 
it.

DEFENSE SAVING BOND 


Some Schocis to Dismiss 
Classes So Children May Buy 
Stamps, 


Defense saving bonds and stamps 
went on sale today at the Main 
Postoffice and 44 branchesy Mayor 
William Dee Becker bought the 
first bond at the Main Rostoffice; 
and former Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann took the first bond sold at 
Central Station, Eighth and Olive 
streets. , 

Mayors of county municipalities 
made purchases in their respective 
communities. — 

The defense bonds also are being 
sold by banks throughout the city, 
and many of the banks arranged 
ceremonies for “first purchasers” 
this morning. 

Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson 
announced that many schools had 
arranged to dismiss classes to per- 
mit pupils to call at their’ neigh- 
borhood postoffices to buy defense 
stamps, available in denominations 
of 10 cents, 25 cents; 50 cents, $1 
and $5. Each purchaser of stamps 
is provided with a stamp card or 
album for mounting them. 

The 10-cent albums have space 
for 25 stamps, so that the com- 


$2.50 worth of stamps of the larger 
denominations. Those buying the 
25-cent stamps are given an album 
with space for 75. stamps, which, 
when filled, will have a value of 
$18.75, the purchase price of a sav- 
ings bond with a 10-year maturity 
value of $25.

Walter H. Lutz, real estate dealer 
and amateur dramatics instructor, 
took advantage of his position as 
president of the Christian Broth- 
ers’ College fathers’ club and: used 
the services of an astrologer in 


‘finding victims to swindle in real 
estate and stock deals, several of | 


his victims told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today, following his plea 


of~guilty yesterday of obtaining 
money by false pretenses. He was 
sentenced to four years’ imprison- 
ment, in one case. 

As the trail of Lutz’s activities 
is laid bare by his customers— 
mostly widows and elderly men—it 
has become apparent that he had 
no scruples against mulcting per- 
sons close to him. He bilked his 
secretary of a $2500 equity in her 
home.and obtained $2500 in a com- 
bined real estate and stock swin- 
dle from a man who had signed a 
$3500 bail bond for him. 

Today, while being fingerprint- 
ed at Police Headquarters Lutz 
declined to discuss his activities. 

A “Super-Salesman.” 

Lutz, 43 years old, who gave his 
address as 5311 Murdoch avenue, 
was described variously by his vic- 
tims as a “super-salesman” and 
“the most convincing talker they 
ever met. His activities appar- 
ently extended over a period of 
about four years. He told several 
of his victims that he had been a 
movie producer in Hollywood, 
which explained his interest in pro- 
ducing plays for schools, women’s 
clubs and business girls’ organiza- 
tions, a hobby interrupted by his 
arrest. 

“And he was an actor, too,” de- 
clared Mrs. Floretta Burke, 3612 
South Jefferson avenue, who was 
his secretary.\“Many of his con- 
tacts with people were through 
his being president of the Fathers’ 
Club at Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege, where his son went to school. 
When he was arrested last year 
he was producing a play for the 
college, but I believe ‘he resigned.” 

. Astrologer’s Advice. 

Franklin C, lie, 60-year-old re- 
tired florist, 6619 Kingsbury ave- 
nue, University City, who invest- 
ed $300 in stock in Zero Hour, Inc., 
a radio promotion scheme of 
Lutz’s, told the reporter that short- 
ly after he visited a woman as- 
trologer, who told him that “the 
stars portended’ good things for 
business deals,” the astrologer 
called on him at the floral shop 
he then operated at 6310 Delmar 
boulevard. 

The astrologer, described by 
Halle as a widow of uncertain age, 
told him, he related, that she knew 
of “a Mr. Lutz who could get him 
a lot of business and with whom 
it was wise to invest.”

Walters Shepherd, $25-a-week 
night watchman, at the City Art 


Museum, will deliver a lecture on 
the Greek theory of beauty at the 
museum the afternoon of Sunday, 
May il. 

The subject may seem odd for a 
night watchman but Shepherd is 
no ordinary roundsman. An art 
connoisseur in his own right, he 
is a keen student of the scholars 
who brightened Athens’ heyday and 
is the proud possessor of an 
antique Grecian vase, reputedly 
2500 years old, purchased out of 
savings from his watchman’s sal-

his studies in art and philosophy. 
His latter ambition has ‘been rich- 
ly fulfilled. 


His hourly rounds take about 30 
minutes, which leaves perhaps half 
his working time for reading Pla- 
to’s -dialogues and other classical 
works. - A bust of Roman emperor 
Caracalla, looming up under the 
rays of his flashlight, adds to his 
p-easure when he is reading Sue- 
tonius’ “Lives of the Caesars.” 

The glory that was Greece ap- 
peals to Shepherd somewhat more 
than the grandeur that was Rome. 
“The Greeks were gymnasts,” he 
explains. “The Athenians culti- 
vated manly strength along with 
the sense of beauty. Surely they 
would have had six-day bike races 
in the days of Pericles if they had 
had bicycles.” 


Shepherd is an_ ardent cyclist 
himself, although not a _ racer. 
“Racing is not for a man of 40,” 
he said, “but I pedal around the 
park in the morning.” 


He Sleeps With Art. 


He sleeps at the museum, wheel- 
ing his cot into the English period 
room a little after midnight. It’s 
cheaper than renting a room, and 
permits larger expenditures for 
books and vases.

Says Refusal to Renew

WASHINGTON, Maf 1 (AP). — 
In the opinion of Hugh S. Johnson, 
President Roosevelt’s action in de- 
nying a renewal of his commission 
as a Brigadier Generji in the Re- 
serve Corps was “neither very wise 
nor very consistent with what at 
least used to be a very close and 
precious friendship.” 

The newspaper columnist made 
public yesterday a letter he wrote 
the President to that effect. John- 
son declared the White House had 
giver’ “misleading, so-called rea- 
sons” for the non-renewal. 

Representative Bender (Rep.), 
Ohio, told the House yesterday 
that if Harry Hopkins was “quali- 
fied to be the No. 1 defense pro- 
duction man,” then Johnson “sure- 
ly has some qualifications to war- 
rant him continuing in his capacity 
as a reserve General.” 

Johnson’s commission expired 
April 10. He applied for reappoint- 
ment, the War Department § ap- 
proved, but President Roosevelt 
turned him down. 

Johnson Denies Unfitness. 

Col. F. M. Watson, the Presi- 
dent’s military aid ,wrote Johnson 
that Roosevelt felt that reappoint- 
ment of general] officers should be 
restricted to those whom the army 
expects to call to active service, 
and then only after army doctors 
have determined the officer's phys- 
ical fitness, .

Reserve Bank Head Favors Selective Sales

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
Chairman Marriner S. Eccles of 
the Federal Reserve. Board de- 
clared today that, in the interest 
of financing and expediting the de · 
fense program, the public should 
cut down on purchases of automo- 


goods. 

In a speech to the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, Eccles in- 
dorsed the Treasury objectives of 
raising $3,500,000,000 in new reve- 
nue, saying this not only would 
help bear the costs .of defense but, 
like a cut in the purchases of con- 
sumer goods, would act as a brake 
on inflationary tendencies, 

Eccles suggested that the Gov- 
ernment “should consider the ad- 
visability of providing a method of 
controlling the volume of forward 
buying on installment credit.” 

“Further expansion of install- 
ment credit at this time would be 
an inflationary factor,” Eccles said. 
“Installment credit has tended to 
expand as employment and pay- 
rolis expanded and to contract 
when both were declining. It has 
thus tended toe be an unstabilizing 
influence on ‘the economy when it 
might have been a stabilizing in- 
fluence,” 

Advantage of Deferment. 

With regard to reductions in the 
buying of consumer goods, the Re- 
serve Board chief said: 

“Instead of spending existing 
funds and mortgaging future in- 
come~for these goods, it would be

far better to defer these expendi- 
tures until the time When the Gov- 
ernment’s defense outlays can be 
reduced. At such a time the back- 
log of buying power coming into 
the market will be an offset to the 
reduced Government expenditures 
and help. to . sustain employment

‘In discussing how to finance a 
$40,000,000,000 . defense © program, 
Eccles said the real question was 
not one of providing an “adequate 
supply of money,” but “how to 
direct the use to which money and.

consequences.” 

“The avoidance: of inflation,” he 
declared, “is as essential for the 
preservation of our political and 
economic system as the defense 
effort itself.” 

Opposes General Sales Tax. 
Eccles opposed.a general sales 
tax, saying “it would fall heaviest 
on those least able to pay.” On 
the other hand, he said. “selective 
sales taxes which would Have the 
effect of reducing demands for 
certain products such as automo- 
biles and mechanical refrigerators” 
were “justifiable and necessary.” ’ 
He advocated that the first 
source of defense revenue be the 
corporation tax and the excess 
profits tax because, in general, he 
said, corporations are the greatest 
beneficiaries, directly and indirect- 
ly, of defense expenditures. *

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DOCTORS AGAINST 
DRAFTING MEDICAL 
STUDENTS IN ARMY 


A resolution urging deferment of 
medical students and interns from 
military service until they have 


completed their medical training 
was adopted last night by the 
house of delegates of the Missouri 
State Medical Association at the 
close of its convention at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

Surveys indicate there will be a 
shortage of physicians to supply 
military and civil needs, the reso- 
lution stated. 

Dr. H. L. Kerr of Crane, Mo., 
was named president-elect of the 
association, after Dr. R. B. Denny 
of Creve Coeur took office ag pres- 
ident.. Dr. Kerr was a member of 
the State Board of Health from 
1925 to 1933 and was &@ leader in 
the fight to close diploma mills, 
A member of the State association 
for 38 years, he has missed only 
one convention. For four years he 
has been a delegate to the Amer- 
ican Medical Association. He was 
graduated from the St. Louis Col- 
leeg of Physicians and Surgeons 
in 1901, 

Vice presidents elected were Dr. 
Harry L. Jones, Kansas City; Dr. 
B. K. Stumberg, St. Charles, and 
Dr. M. D. Overholser, *Columbia. 
Dr. Ralph lL. Thompson of St. 
Louis was re-elected treasurer. 
Convention Goes to Kansas City. 

Next year’s convention will be in 
Kansas City. A bronze plaque in 
memory of Dr. Edward J. Good- 
win, secretary-editor of the State 
assocaition for 35 years, who died 
Feb. 18, will be placed in the head- 
quarters, 623 Missouri Theater 
Building. 

Dr. Walter C. Alvarez, diagnos- 
tician at the Mayo Clinic in Roch- 
ester, Minn., speaking on “What Is 
the Matter With the Patient Who 
Is Always Tired?” said many such 
patients have nothing wrong 
physically but may be mentally 

disturbed. 

“They go from one doctor to 
another, from one clinic to an- 
other, hoping to find something 
wrong organically,” he related. “I 
think they are wrong and often we 
are wrong because we grasp at 
diagnostic straws. 

“The average doctor today—par- 
ticularly a consultant in a big city 
—fails to recognize nervous break- 
down. One out of six patients I 
saw in January and February were 
psychiatric problems, Often, how- 
ever, I couldn’t sell the diagnosis 
to the family.” 

Treatment of Migraine. 

Answering a question about mi- 
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graine at a luncheon round table, 
Dr. Alvarez said the present way 
of treating the disorder is not a 
great credit to medicine. He said 
@ series of $125 examinations by 
several physicians often did little 
good. -He described migraine as a 
hereditary disease in which pres- 
sure on the arteries causes the 
blood to go hammering into the 
brain. 

He suggested physicians find out 
whether migraine sufferers are 
worrying and whether they are 
well adjusted. A patient with mi- 
graine should take aspirin or a 
bromide at the very beginning of a 
headache, rather than wait to de- 
termine what kind of headache it 
is, he said. Oxygen has also 

proved very helpful, he added. 

Introduction of sulfapyridine 
four years ago was the greatest 
advance in the control of pneu- 
monia, Dr, H. F. Flippin of Phila- 
delphia said. Later refinements 
of the drug have proved even more 
effective, he said. The mortality 
rate has been greatly reduced and 
in the future more pneumonia pa- 
tients may be treated at home, he 
continued. Last year in Pennsyl- 
vania about 3000 lives were saved 
through the new treatment, a sav- 
ing estimated at $30,000,000. 


M’KITTRICK OBTAINS RECORDS

Senators Cut Maximum 
“$1200. to $1000—Bar 
Use of State Funds,

‘JEFFERSON CITY, May 1— 
The St. Louis teachers’ and school 
employes’ pension bills were re- 
ported favorably for passage last 
night after the Senate Hducation 
Committee adopted amendments 


reducing maximium retirement 


benefits from $1200 to $1000 and 
prohibiting the use of State funds 
in the plan. 

Barly Senate action is expected 
on the bills, which were placed on 
the calendar for perfection. - Since 
the change in retirement benefits 
might affect actuarial features of 
the proposed system, sponsors of 
the bills intend to study the change 
to determine whether additional 
amendments might be necessary 
to keep the bills in workable shape. 
No Tight is now contemplated to re- 
store the $1200 maximum benefit. 

Senator Clinton T. Watson of St. 
Louis said he would call the legis- 
lation up for consideration as soon 
as the study has been completed 
and any necessary amendments 


prepared. There are only a few 


bills on the calendar ahead of the 
pension measure. . 

The bills provide that the bene- 
fits are to be financed from joint 
contributions by the school em- 
ployes and the Board of Educa- 
tion. The prohibition against the 
use of State funds was added to 
meet the objections of several com- 
mittee members who feared that 
approval of the St. Louis pension 
plan might open the way for a 
raid on State school funds by en- 
couraging enactment of a State- 
wide teacher retirement system fi- 
nanced out of State funds. 

One of the amendments declared 
it to be the public policy that 
State funds should not be used 
for this purpose, and that the 
bills would not have been enacted 
by the Legislature without repre- 
gentations by spokesmen of the 
teachers, school employes, School 
Board and the public that no re- 
quest would be made for the State 
to share the cost of the system. 
Because of opposition on this 
score, the measures had been held 
up two months. 

The maximum pensions would 
range from $720 a year, the first 
year the system is in effect, to 
$1000 a year after the system has 
been in operation 30 years. School 
employes would contribute 5 per 
cent of their salaries, but no con- 
tributions would be required on 
that part of their pay exceeding 
$2400 a year. 

‘The School Board would con- 
tribute an amount equal to that 
paid in by the employes. 

Compulsory retirement would be 
at 70 years of age, and voluntary 
at 65. Sponsors contend the sys- 
tem would establish an equitable 
system for the retirement of su- 
perannuated teachers. 

The committee also reported fa- 
vorably a similar bill for St. Jo- 
seph, but took no action on a bill 
to establish teacher pensions — in 
Kansas City because of the oppo- 
sition of Ms an M. E. Cagey. .-

Dollar Conservation. 


As early as the autumn of 1938, 
the Canadian Government realized 
that in event of war one of the 
nation’s problems would be the 
conservation of American dollars. 
It was realized that the demand 
for these dollars would be very 
great and that steps should be 
taken to make sure that they 
weren’t wasted or didn’t flow down 
the drain without helping the war 
effort. 


So plans were drawn -up to com- 
pel Canadian shippers to the 
United States to turn in. all the 
dollars they collected to their Gov- 
ernment. They were, of course, 
to be paid off in Canadian dollars 
while the Government was to keep 
the American dollars to spend 
south of the border for war sup- 
plies. And to. make sure that 


» * 
that travel across the border had 
been almogt wholly restricted, that 
there had ‘been a heavy clamping 
down, on imports and that non- 
residents could no longer _ sell 
Canadian securities without the 
Governmegt’s permission, 
Restriction on Travel. 

In the early months, of course, 
there were many complaints. Ca- 
nadians, fond of American play- 
grounds, were a bit perplexed over 
the, fact ‘that they couldn’t buy 
American dollars and spend them 


on the sands of Florida or in New 
York night clubs or at Maine coast 
resorts. But the Government said 
no, those dollars had to be used 


‘for war; that travel permits would 


be granted only for business pur- 
poses, specialized medical treat- 


ment or to complete an educational 


course. If an American wanted to 
invite a Canadian-friend down—to 
visit him in New York, sent him a 
ticket and guaranteed his ex- 
penses, that would be all right, the 
Government said, adding that it 
would allow him $1 for cab fare 
and tip from Grand Central Sta 
tion to his host’s home. — 


pressed that the Canadian dollar 
might be brought to parity with 
ours. The Canadian dollar now is 
worth slightly over 90 cents here. 

The matter of parity is believed 
to have been discussed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King at Hyde Park a 
‘week ago Sunday. 


Canada now: bars import of a 
long list of American goods: They 
are largely finished products and 
luxury products which range all 
the way from chocolate paste and 
sweetened biscuits to billiard ta- 
bles and zippers. Needless to say, 
possession of none ‘of them ever 
won a war. There is a second 
schedule of articles which may be 
imported only on permit, such as 
green peanuts or crude petroleum. 
The number of permits issued is 
constantly decreasing. 

Canadians say there has been a 
fine, sporting response from Amer- 
ican manufacturers whose prod- 
ucts have been barred. One manu- 
facturer of heating apparatus sent 
letters to his Canadian customers 
to this effect: “Good ‘luck, and 
don’t forget us. When the war’s 
over, we'll be back in Canada with 
an-even bettér product.” Pleasure 
resorts in Maine and California 
and Florida, hard hit by the travel 
restrictions, ‘have kept on running 
institutional advertising in Canada 
wishing the Dominion luck. 

Americans, of course, have bil- 
lions in Canadian securities. “We 
knew early in 1939 that it. was 
going to be a tough show,” a mem- 
ber of the Exchange Control Com- 
mission in Ottawa told me, “and 
that unless we took steps to stop it 
there would be a rush to sell Ca- 
nadian holdings. Nervous people 
in the States would try to sell out 
and get their money home, and 
some of our own people would try 
to convert their Canadian invest- 
ments into American securities. 

“If we had permitted this to 
happen the. bottom would have 
dropped out of the market and 
Government financing would have 
become impossible. So our regula- 
tions don’t permit non-residents to 
sell Canadian securities without a 
permit. You can transfer to an- 
other investment of the same type, 
but it’s important to us that John

Because of, his difference with the administration 
over foreign policy, Hugh S. Johnson has been de- 
nied reappointment as a Brigadier General in the 
Army Reserve Corps by President Roosevelt, though 
this reappointment was recommended by the War 
Department. No other ,sensible interpretation is 
possible after the camotflage is stripped from the 


explanation offered by Stephen T. Barly, White 


House press secretary. 

Writing on behalf of Mr. Roosevelt, his military 
aid, Maj. Gen. Edwin M. Watson, informed Johnson 
that “the President feeis very strongly that... the 
appointment» of general officers who are eligible 
should be restricted to those whose employment is 
anticipated. . .” a 

But why isn’t Gen. Johnson's employment antici- 
pated? The United States is in a grave, national 
emergency. We have been on the vérge Of involve- 
ment in the war for months, and now we are brought 
even closer by the admittedly dangerous patrol sys- 
tem, The nation is rapidly becoming one large mil- 
itary training camp, while defense expenditures shoot 
up as never before in our history. , | 

If the President anticipates a need for the military 
services of, millions of untrained Americans, why not 
then the services of a distinguished soldier like Gen. 
Johnson? Gen. Johnson originated the plan and 
rules for the selective draft in 1917. He directed 
that unprecedented military activity. For his im- 
portant work he was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal. He proposed the organization of the 
Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division_of the Gen- 
eral Staff which was adopted in 1918. He served in 
the Philippines and in Mexico. He has been an army 
division commander. 

Far from being one of those whose “employment” 
is not “anticipated,” Gen. Johnson is among the 
first who should be called to active duty in the event 
of war. Obviously he has the training and experi- 
ence which would make him invaluable. To say 
more is to labor a point that any child can see. 

The War Department is fully aware of this, and 
that is the reason Gen. Johnson could say yesterday 
that he had been “repeatedly told by the War De- 
partment officials that my name was near the top 
of the list to be called on for industrial and man- 
power mobilization.” ‘The General could add also, 
with telling effect, that he was “younger than most 
of the general officers in the army, including the 
Commander in Chief, and would not have reached 
the retirement age during the life of this requested 
commission.” -He might have added that he is 15 
years younger than Secretary of War Stimson. 

The White House does not do so, but it might 
have paid tribute to Gen. Johnson for what he has 
done to help awaken the country to its national de- 
fense needs. As a widely read columnist, he has 
been out in front of the administration in this re- 
gard. Mr. Roosevelt may not like what Gen. John- 
son has said about foreign policy, but he is indebt- 
ed to him for consistent and persuasive work in 
behalf of an impregnable national defense. 

No personalities? 

Why, how can there be anything else in this 
shocking presidential disregard of the War Depart- 
ment’s recommendation? 


TO EXTEND SLUM CLEARANCE IN MISSOURI. 
The Missouri Senate did a good day’s work, if 
about four years late, when it passed the bill to 
enable cities of 5000 population or more to partici- 
pate in the slum clearance projects of the United 
States Housing Authority.

If a report gets around that a criminal is on the 
loose, responsible police departments don’t pigeon- 
hole it. 

Why, then, have the Bureau of Air Commerce, the 
Air Safety Board and the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
successive agencies in charge of commercial air- 
line safety rules, never investigated the four-year- 
old report that the DC-3 type airplane is dangerous? 
. The report, made in 1937 by the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, says the DC-3 motor has 
a tendency to stall under certain flying conditions. 
When the motor stalls, the ship is likely to go into 
a spin.

The theory of the patrol system 
is that American ships and planes 
will spot German planes and sub- 
marines for the British, warning 
convoys away and summoning the 
British Navy and Air Force. This 
is merely an extension out into the 
Atlantic of the old neutrality: pa- 
trol in hemisphere waters. Al- 
though few persons realized it at 
the time, the neutrality patrol also 
spotted German craft for the Brit- 
ish, since its reports were purpose- 
ly sent in simple navy code. The 
President once grimly remarked 
that “if the British couldn’t break 
the code, they were much stupider 
than he thought.” 

The weakness of the compromise 
can be seen by comparing it with 
the shipping protection system for 
which the patrols are a substitute. 
This system, worked out by a Brit- 
ish-American joint committee 
which met quietly in Washington 
until a few weeks ago, calls on the 
British and American navies to 
clear a safe sea-lane for merchant 
shipping from Halifax to Green- 
land, to Iceland, to Northern Scot- 
land, where the British Navy alone 
ig to take over the task of coastal 
convoying, The system is reported 
to be perfected tothe final detail. 
American officers, led by the Ad- 
miral who is to have charge of it, 
are even understood to have vis- 
ited Britain to make the necessary 
arrangements at that end. All is 
in readiness, except that the Presi- 
dent bas not given the word. 

Furthermore, it is impossible to 
discover any really’ well-informed 
member of the administration who 
does not regard the President’s 
giving the word as a mere mat- 
ter of time. In the last few days, 
according to the navy’s reports, 
German submarine and air activ- 
ity in the Atlantic area has de- 
clined and shipping losses have 
dropped proportionately. Before 
then, however, losses were down- 
right appalling. Even now, the 
British are steadily using up their 
reserve stocks of all sorts ‘and 
their orders for steel and other 
war materials are piling up at the 
factories here while food receives 
shipping priority. It is estimated 
that their minimum import defi- 
ciency in the next gnonths will be 
from 500,000 to 600,000 tons.

NEW YORK, May 1 (AP).— 
The Mutual Broadcasting System 
announced today it had reached 
an agreement with the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers on a proposal that may 
return 1,250,000 ASCAP-controlled 
songs to its air waves shortly after 
an absence of four mortths. 

Declaring the end of the radio~-. 
music war appeared imminent, Mu- 
tual said terms of the agreement 
had been mailed to its 175 member 
and affiliated stations for approval, 
with the stations being offered 
their choice of two plans to be ef- 
fective for any peried up to Jan, 
1, 1950. 

These were for either a blanket 
or a per-program license. Mutual’s 
announcement said the network’s 
board of directors favored the b 
ket formula because it would e 
tail less bookkeeping, but explained 
that as Mutual was a co-operative, 
non-profit organization each sta- 
tion would have a free choice for 
its individual licensing arrange- 
ment. 

Blanket license terms would in- 
clude payment of a flat 3 per cent 
royalty to ASCAP for four years 
and thereafter 3% per cent until 
1950. 

The per-program plan would end 
Dec. 31, 1949, or any shorter term 
at the election of .the station, and 
among other details would include 
payment of a license fee on com- 
mercial programs ranging from 10 
per cent down to 1% per cent de- 
pending on the type of program. 

The three major networks have 
not used ASCAP music since last 
December when a five-year con- 
tract that netted ASCAP $4,000,000 
annually for use of its members’ 
songs expired, 

Anti-trust proceedings instituted 
against ASCAP by the Government 
recently were settled by a consent 
decree signed after the controversy 
with the broadcasters. Since that 
settlement, the National Broadcast-. 
ing Co. and the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, as well as Mutual, 
have been negotiating with ASCAP 
on a new arrangement for use of 
ASCAP songs.

Wages Chief Issue—Com- 
_ pany Official Says Men 

Rejected $15,000,000-a- 
7 Year Rise. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
Spokesmen for United Automobile 
Workers (CIO) and General Mo- 
tors Corporation listed the question 
of wages as the principal issue in 
their contract dispute when it was 
placed today before the National 
Defense Mediation Board. 

W. H. Davis, vice-chairman of 
the Mediatiow Board, was chosen 
chairman today of a panel to con- 
sider thé dispute. He presided 
at the board sessions considering 
the coal stoppage and will repre- 
sent the public on the panel. 

Representing employers are Ger- 
ard Swope, chairman of the board 
of the General Metrie Co., and 
Eugene Meyer, publisher of the 
Washington Post. 

Representing employes are 
James B. Carey, secretary of the 
CIO, and John Brophy, director 
of industrial union councils of the 
CIO. Carey and Brophy were ap- 
pointed as alternates to serve on 
the panel, officials said, because 
none of the CIO members of the 
board was available. The sessions 
began this afternoon. 

Cc. E. Wilson, General Motors 
president, declared yesterday in a 
press conference at Detroit that 
the union had rejected a corpora- 
tion offer to increase wages of its 
employes $15,000,000 a year. 

R. J. Thomas, president of the 
union, and Walter P. Reuther, di- 
rector of the union’s General Mo- 
tors division, said the corporation's 
“short-sighted and selfish wage 
policy is a menace to stable labor 
relationg and national defense.” 

'Wilson,.who will appear before 
the board tomorrow, said he could 
gee no economic justification for 
the corporation to increase wages 
now. “The problem is really how 
much should General Motors pay 
to avoid a strike and how much 
is it fair to ask General Motors to 
increase its labor costs above the 
labor costs of other heavy goods 
industries when we will all be 
working on national defense pro- 
duction on a competitive basis,” he 
said. “We find the substantial in- 
creases recently granted in steel, 
electrical equipment and other in- 
dustries still leave the average they 
are paying less than General Mo- 
tors in already paying.” ! 

He quoted Secretary of Labor 
Perkins as saying that living costs 
had increased 2.6 per cent since 
the outbreak of the European war, 
and he asserted that General . Mo- 
tors wages at the same time “have 
gone up much more than 2.6 per 
cent.”

prices, including that of steel, for 
many months. This is considered 
a very important feature of the 
war effort. 

Commodity prices in Canada are 
controlled through two agencies— 
the controllers in the Ministry of 


Munitions and Supply and the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 
Both have wide powers, although 
in some instances their action may 
require approval of the Cabinet. 
The controllers, who are virtual 
czars of their respective industries, 
regulate prices for power, lumber, 
steel and the like. The Wartime 
Prices Board polices the price of 
nece’saries such as food, fuel, 
clothing and rent. The board went 
into action at the beginning of the 
war and the story of the control 
of sugar prices is a fair illustra- 
tion of its activities. 


Hitler started his war in the 
midst of the peach-canning season, 
with the result that houséwives 
swarmed into the market early in 
September and began buying 100- 
pound sacks of sugar: A panic fol- 
lowed, and. wholesalers «couldn't 
distribute sugar fast enough.

ing Bombing — Vessel 
in 6 Raids at One Port.

ING FROM GREECE, at Cairo, 
May 1 (AP).—When I left Piraeus, 


Greec, the waterfront there was a 
vista of twisted wreckage—the 
work: of waves of German bomb- 
ers. 

I was a passenger on a little 
Greek steamer crowded with Aus- 
tralian soldiers and civilian refu- 
gees, and in the hold were 150 
captured German soldiers and air- 
men, 

As we waited to cast off, Greek 
officials came aboard and demand- 
ed 20 of the Germans which 
the Greeks had taken prisoner, 
Roll was called and the 20 went 
ashore. 

Piraeus, port for Athens, had 
been bombed thrée times that day 
and it was likely. that another 
bombing was imminent. The ques- 
tion was whether the ship would 
get out of the marae before it 
came. 

Rifles Against — 

The soldiers remained. on deck, 
ready to try to fight: off the dive- 
bomers with their rifles. The 
refugees huddled below. The. at- 
mosphere was tense but . calm. 
Even the small children stood 
quietly beside their parents—those 
with food sharing it with others. 

Finally, a little before midnight, 
our little vessel, with nearly 1000 
persons aboard slipped out into 
waters thickly sown with mines by 
the German planes. 

We scarcely were outside the | 
outer harbor when they came— 
bombers dropping flares and then 
hurling explosives on shipping in 


the harbor, docks and warehouses. | 


Nothing happened to our little 
ship, however, as we were far 
enough away by then and protect- 
ed by the darkness of a mooniless 
night. By noon of the next day we 
were in another harbor. 

Here the Greek crew decided it 


didn’t. want to take the ship any. 


farther. Most of the refugees were 
taken.to a camp on the shore, but 
we remained aboard. 

Bombed Again. 

We had not gained much in get- 
ting from Piraeus to this harbor, 
for it was undergoing' a steady 
bombing, the Italians coming reg- 
ularly at a high altitude in the 
morning and German dive-bomb- 
ers taking up the work in the aft- 
ernoon, 

In six raids while we were there 
only one Greek ship. was sunk, It 
went down before our eyes in 
seven minutes as the life-belted 
crew jumped overboard. 

A plot among the German pris- 
oners in our hold to make a break 
and seize all weapons aboard ship 
during the next air raid was dis- 
covered by a British officer, who 
overheard them in conversation.

Good food is @ basis for good 
health. It builds tissue, strong 
bones, and sound teeth.

Here are some tips.on selecting 
economical foods in each of these 
groups: 

Milk: Bivery child needs from 
three-quarters to one quart a day. 
But this needn’t all be fresh whole 


milk. Some of it, especially that |:

er forms of milk, such as dry skim 
milk and eVaporated milk. Re- 
member, if you serve skim milk 
that you neéd to serve plenty of 
foods rich in the Vitamin A that 
the milk fat contains. This may 
be Dutter, cod-liver oil, gréens,\ or 
any other Vitamin-A rich vegeta- 
ble or fruit. Cottage cheese and 
mild American cheese are other 
suitable foods for children from 
whjoh they can get part of their 
dally quota of “milk.” 

Vegetables and Frults—Try to 
get at least four servings a day.

All of the sirloin steaks can be 
broiled or panbrojiled with good 
success. The present-day methods 
of broiling, which do not call for 
to | searing and which use a lower tem- 
perature have greatly simplified 
the process and have made the 
art of broiling a steak to perfec- 
tion one which any homemaker 
can easily acquire. 

Steaks broiled in this way show 
less shrinkage and there is no 
charring of fat or bone. Another 
good point is that there is no need 
to watch the steak in order to 
turn it often, as the older meth- 
ods required. 

Broiled Sirloin Steak. ° 
Have steak cut thick, at least 
one inch. Place it on broiler rack 
So that there is a distance of about 
three inches between the source of 
the heat and the surface of the 
steak. When the steak is nicely 
browned -on one side, it will be 
about half done. Season with salt 
and pepper, turn and finish cook- 
ing on the secona side. When 
that is ‘done, season and serve the 
steak immediately. Steaks cut one

utes for broiling. 

Carving Siripin Steaks. 
Carving a sirloin steak ig esser- 
tially the same as carving a por- 
terhouse steak.

~INSTATE SENATE 


Find Stiff Opposition to 
Effort to Stay in Busi- 
ness Without - Missouri

JEFFERSON CITY, May 1— 
Burial societies, constituting a. big 
business in Missouri, and having 
more than 700,000 paying members 
and a gross income estimated at 
more than $3,000,000 a year, are en- 
countering determined opposition 
‘ in the State Senate in their effort 
to obtain legislation to permit 


them to continue in business with- 
out supervision by the State. 

The societies, which for a small 
monthly or quarterly payment, fur- 
nish funeral services for their 
members, recently were outlawed 
by the Supreme Court, which held 
they were not eligible to organize 
and operate under the charitable 
and benévolent law. The court 
temporarily withheld enforcement 
of its ouster ruling to enable the 
societies to go to the Legislature 
for additional legislation. 

The bill, which was introduced 
for them by Senator L. N. Searcy 
of Eminence, was denounced on 
the floor by Senator Allen Mc- 
Reynolds of yesterday 
afternoon as “an attempt to evade 
the decision of the Suprenie 
Court.” McReynolds said that if 
the bill should be :passed it would 
be worthless. 

Searcy Loses Followers. 

Searcy brought about adjourn- 
ment of the Senate when several 
Senators, who had stood with him 
in opposition to any amendments, 
broke away from his leadership 
and several amendments were 
adopted. The bill came up again 
today with the determined fight 
against it renewed by McReynolds, 
Senator Francis Smith of St. Jo- 
seph and several others. 


After “corrective” amendments 
to perfect the Searcy bill have been 
completed, Senator Phil M. Don- 
nelly of Lebanon has an amend- 
ment to replace the entire bill with 
a new one, putting the societies 
under the strict regulation of the 
State Insurance Department and 
requiring the payment of benefits 
in money instead of undertakers’ 
services, as is provided in the bill 
as introduced. 

In the debate it was pointed out 
that while the Searcy bill provided 
that a society might be organized 
to. pay in either money or services, 
no society could use both plans, 
and that as a result it was impos- 
sible that any would be organized 
to pay in cash. 


The system under which the so- | 


cieties operate contemplates con- 


tracts between them and certain. 


undertakers, who provide the fu- 
nerais, which are “$200 funerals” 
or “$300 funerals,” or whatever cost 
the particular policy calls for, with 
none, however, in excess of $300. 
The business is virtually limited to 
persons in very low income groups. 
What Societies Want. 

The societies’ bill would set up a 
system of reserves and place su- 
pervision under control of the Sec- 
retary of State, but would set up 
no supervisory machinery and 
would contain no provision by 
which a company failing to meet 
its obligations or operating in a 
fraudulent manner could be liqui- 
dated. Smith charged that the re- 
quirement for reserves really called 
for “bookkeeping entries only” and 
that there was no penalty for fail- 
ure to have the actual money in 
the reserves. 

Smith, after being defeated by 
a majority of the Senate standing 
solidly with Searcy, finally ob- 
tained adoption of an amendment 
which made violation of the law 
by an officer or employe of a 
company punishable as a misde- 
meanor with fine of not more 
than $1000 and imprisonment for 
not more than one year. As pre- 
pared by. the societies the bill 
would provide punishment by im- 
prisonment for an applicant who 
made false representations in or- 
der to obtain a policy, but would 
provide only a fine of not more 
than $500 for an officer or employe 
of a company who violated the 
law. | :

trous development of the war.” 

Last Dec. § the House rejected, 
341 to 4, a motion by the three 
members that Britain seek an im- 
mediate peace. 

Reports were current that Alfred

JEFFERSON CITY, May 1.—Se- 
dalia gained some ground yester- 
day afternoon in its long fight to 
have the headquarters of the State 
Unemployment Compensation Com- 
mission removed from Jefferson 
City, when the House perfected a 
bill requiring the headquarters to 
be situated in‘ Sedalia. The bill 
next comes up for passage by the 
House

patch. 


The vote on perfection was 56 to 
51, after the House spent parts of 
two days wrangling over the bill 
and various amendments proposing 
removal of the headquarters to St. 
Louis, Hannibal, Moberly and 
Carthage. House passage of the 
bill will require 76 votes. 

The bill specifies Sedalia shall 
provide a suitable fireproof build- 
ing, approved by the commission, 
with a 99-year lease at a rental of 
$1 a.year. Sedalia has voted a 
bond issue of $200,000 for construc- 
tion of the building. 

Jefferson City also has voted a 
$200,000 bond issue to erect a build- 
ing: for the. commission headquar- 
ters, now occupying part of a shoe 
factory building’ here.
